Types in Peaches. 
PERSIAN TYPE—HILL’S CHILI STRAIN. 


The Hill’s Chili (Connecticut, Cass, Jenny 
Lind) and Longhurst belong to this strain. 
These varieties are distinguished for their 
hardiness in tree and bud. The young 
peaches are very downy, and they are able 
to endure a greater degree of frost after 
having bursted their caps than other varie- 


ties, excepting the Wager strain. They are 
especially valuable in the most Northern 
limits of the peach belt. The Longhurst 
originated in Ontario, on the banks of the 
Niagara river, near its mouth, and has the 
reputation in that neighborhood of being 
a sure bearer and a profitable market sort. 
The fruit of this strain is medium in size; 
color deep yellow shaded with dark red; 
fiesh deep yellow; fiowers large. The 
growth of the trees in nursery is moder- 
ately vigorous, and inclined to be slender; 
color of the bark and leaves of a yellow- 
ish tinge in the growing season. 


PERSIAN TYPE—WAGER STRAIN. 


We group under this strain the Wager, 
Muir and Crosbey. These varieties are ex- 
tremely hardy in tree and bud, equaling the 
Hill’s Chili strain in enduring a rigorous 
chmate and late Spring frosts. We econ- 
sider the fruit of this strain superior to 
that of the Hill’s Chili strain, it being 
larger and better in flavor. The Wa- 
ger and Muir are thought by some to 
be identical; but we believe it to be fairly 
well established that the Wager originated 
in Western New York and the Muir in 
Caiifornia; but the difference in tree and 
fruit is so slight that a suspicion that they 
are identical is not unreasouable. The 
Wager in the Northern and Eastern States 
is a profitable market sort, as it often pro- 
duces good crops in unfavorable seasons. 
The Crosbey, only lately brought to notice, 
origiinated in Connecticut, where it has at- 
tracted marked attention because of its 
hardiness, excelling in that respect, it is 
claimed,the Wagerand Muir. Thetrees of 
this strain, in the nursery, are vigorous and 
upright, with long wiliowy branches, the 
Crosbey being somewhat shorter in 
growth than the other two varieties; color 
ofthe leaves and bark yellowishgreen. The 
size of the fruit is above medium to large, 
and very downy; color light golden yel- 
low; flesh bright yellow and rather firm. 
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The Weather. 


FEBRUARY 27TH, 1893.—The temperature 
the past month has averaged cooler than 
usual in February. Nosnow. There were 
eleven mornings showing various degrees 
of frost, from 6 to 12 degrees below freez- 
ing, except on the morning of the 8th, 
when the thermometer showed 20 degrees 
below freezing. Rain fell on 8 days. 
Planting grafts and cuttings began on the 
20th, since when the weather has been as 
favorable as usual for planting. 


“Plum Knot on Roots.” 


“Wehave never been so forcibly impress- 
ed with the value of plants from seeds 
over plants from cuttings as in the past 
season in connection with some Marianna 
plum stocks. This, as is generally known, 
is a variety of the Myrobolan, which has 
been valued solely for its supposed free- 
‘dom from root galls, which it is said is 
liable to afflict the plum in the southern 
states, at times. We planted and budded 
a few we obtained from the sonth, and 
have been amazed to find the roots infest- 
ed with galls of all sizes—from that ofa 
pea to that of a pigeon’s egg. To keep 
the variety true, it has of course to be 
raised from cuttings, ani it was a new 
thought to us how much easier it is to ex- 
tend a trouble like this from any plant 
raised from cuttings over plants raised 
from seeds. It was also a new idea to us 
that the plum knot—black knot as it is 
technically called—would attack plum 
roots, though I had last year a specimen 
of a peach sent me with the “knot” on 
that, the first instance I ever knew of this 
trouble afflicting the peach. 

I could never understand why one vari- 
evy of Myrobolan plum should be less free 
from root galls than another, as a matter 
of constitutional character, and have taken 
the exemption of the Marianna to good 
luck rather than to any special power of 
resistance. But as long as it was really 
free, this thought made no practical dif- 
ference. Every nurseryman is interested 
in getting the healthiest stock possible, 
and whether from luck or from special 
power, it made novo difference.”—Thomas 
Meehan, Germantown, Philadelphia. 


We copy the above articie from The 
National Nurseryman. Such a report, if 
not refuted, would effect an undeserved 
injury to the reputation of the Marianna 
as a stock. The knots on the roots of 
plants received from Georgia, reported by 
this correspondent, have no relation to 
the “Black Knot”, but is caused by an in- 
sect or some peculiar condition of the soil 
in some parts of Georgia. There are spots 


in the soil, sometimes a few acres in a 
hundred acres, in which the roots of peach 
trees and plum trees are affected with 
galls. The fibrous roots of young peach 
trees growing in such spots are sometimes 
strung like beads with thousands of these 
galls, the size of peas and larger. Trees 
or plants grown in very sandy soil are 
most subject to these “knots.” It should 
be explained that only a small proportion 
of the land in Georgia is productive of 
these galls,and this only in spots, which 
may be avoided. Plants grown from 
seeds on these spots are just as liable to 
be affected as plants grown from cuttings. 
We are the largest growers of plums 
on Marianna stocks North or South, 
and we have never seen a sign of a gall or 
knot in our nurseries—evidence sufficient 
that the cause of the galls is not inherent 
in the Marianna.—W. F. H. 


Novelties in ’92. 


“Among new apples I have fruited Black 
Twig two years, and am much pleased 
with it so far. The tree is a strong, sturdy 
grower, with large, thick and healthy fo- 
liage, and comes into bearing quite young. 
The fruit is large, dark and handsome. 
Among pears that are not old standard 
sorts, 1 ike Mount Vernon. The tree isa 
good grower and an abundant bearer. The 
fruit is medium in size, russet, and good 
in quality. Kieffer is a good pear here, if 
not allowed to overbear, which it is sure 
to do when the trees come to full bearing. 
The fruit must be heroically thinned or it 
willbe worthless. It ripens after the other 
pears are gone, and brings a good price 
in market. For canning and preserving 
Kieffer pears are excellent. Le Conte isa 
better pear than I thought from what I 
had heard of it, though it is far from being 
of fine quality, It ripens here when 
canning pears are in demand, and being 
large, sells readily. The Lawson fruited 
for the first time with us last year, and is 
better than some other early pears, but yet 
not so good as pears should be. 

I was much pleased with the Kelsey plum. 
Our trees were fuli of fruit, and withstood 
rot and insects better than the European 
or native varieties. The fruit was large 
and of excellent quality. Ogon bore well 
and came to maturity in good shape, but 
its quality is not so good as that of other. 
Japanese varieties. Amelia peach has 


done well here; it ripens just before Large 
Kariy York. Family Favorite has been 
very satisfactory, also Thurber; neither is 
of fine quality, but both bear heavy crops 
of fruit, and in market bring as much as 
ge Hee

better flavored varieties.” 
Riehl, Illinois. 
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New Points in Spraying. 


Spraying must soon exert a powerful 
influence upon methods of cultivation,” 
writes L. H. Bailey in ‘‘American Gar- 
dening’’ for February. ‘‘It establishes 
a new reason for pruning. The old, 
thick, neglected orchards—these cannot 
be sprayed to advantage; too much time 
and material are consumed, and the spray 
cannot reach all parts of. the top. And 
it is doubtful if it pays to spray for the 
inferior fruit Which such trees must pro- 
duce. The first requisite to spraying—it is 
pruning. Labor is cheap when pruning 
is done; it is expensive when spraying is 
done. Prune in February and March; 
spray in May, June, July. Spraying, too. 
must drive corn and other tall crops 
from the orchard. And it will empha- 
size the importance of level culture.”’ 

‘Two important facts have been em- 
phasized by the experiments of the last 
year—that for most fungus diseases the 
spray should be applied before the flow- 
ers appear, and that it pays to spray ina 
wet season. Spraying in wet seasons 
has been discouraged by those who 
ought to have upheld it, for the wet sea- 
son is the one in which fungi spread 
most rapidly and in which spraying is 
most needed. We must spray in wet 
years, therefore, if in no other; and the 
extra labor of more frequent applications 
is likely to be liberally repaid by the 
higher price of fruit in such years. So 
all experience now emphasizes the value 
of the arsenical and copper and sulphur 
sprays for every year. There should be 
no half-heartedness, no timidity, no 
procrastination; luke-warm armies are 
never victorious !”’ 


Seedless Fruit. 


‘*Vegetable physiologists have never 
made plain to the average man, the con- 
ditions causing trees and vines to pro- 
duce seedless fruit. The Thompson and 
Sultana grape, and the ‘‘currant’’ of 
commerce are striking examples. Asa 
rule, fruits are not formed without pol- 
lenization. The Navel and some other 
varieties of oranges are seedless also, as 
well as the banana in general. 
fruits of course must be propagated from 
cuttings or buds, not from seeds. It is 
sometimes alleged that the seedless con- 
dition of fruits results from natural and 
_artificial selection occurring in the 
course of long cultivation. Thus the 
banana, it is allegedis seedless because 
during the thousands of years of its 


known cultivation, such varieties have ras Brigden, Walker Co., Ala.

been encouraged as yield no_ seeds. 
This, however. cannot be the case with 
the Thompson’s seedless grape, for ex- 
ample, whose known cultivation extends 
back only afew years. We may easily 
believe, however, in the final evolution 
of the most delicious fruits from wholly 
unpromising originals, when we are 
taught that the orange has been evolved 
froma pod containing seeds, much like 
the pea with its enclosing woody envel- 
ope, and that the bitter almond and the 
peach were once the natural product of 
the same tree.’’—California Fruit Grow- 
er. 


New and Rare Varieties. 
" THE CROSBY PEACH 
Mr. J. H. Hale, the introducer of this 
variety, writes under date of Feb. 16th, 
from South Glastenbury, Conn., ‘Our 
experience with the fruit of 1892, proved 


|itto be of the very highest quality, 


among yellow peaches. The trees are 
inclined to overbear, when the fruit is 
only of moderate size; but properly thin- 
ned, they grow to a good large size, In 
September last, taking an 8 ounce Craw- 
ford and an 8 ounce Crosby, we found 
the pit of the Crawford to be three anda 
half times heavier than that of the Crosby. 
Have had the coldest winter on record 
here for sixty years—twice the mercury 
in our orchards has been to 22 degrees 
below zero, and yet every fruit bud of 
the Crosby is now alive, while the oth- 
ers are badly damaged.”’ 


THE ESEL KIRSCHE CHERRY.—This 
variety was found ina German settle- 
ment in Franklin County, Mo. It is, no 
doubt, a German variety, brought over 
or imported by some one who had known 
it in the Fatherland. It belongs to the 
Duke class, and compares favorably with 
other varieties ofits class in hardiness of 
tree and quality of fruit; but adds to 
these an ever-bearing character. It pro- 
duces a succession of crops from early to 


very late. Rae

-RATES.—As we send this list to the trade only, 
we make the difference in prices between the 10, 
100 and 1000 rates very slight—simply sufficient, 
as a rule, to cover the diiference in the expense 
of handling in the smaller numbers. We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 of a 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
Orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filled at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 

SEAson.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 


SHIPPING DIRECTIONS.—We respectfully bee 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 
by which they desire trees forwarded.

RELEASE.— When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Release and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consignee. 
Itis left to the option of the shipper of trees 
over some railroads, whether he will release 
them or not under the clause ‘‘Value less than 
$5.00 per 100 lbs.”’ If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. This clause does not apply upon roads 
under some of the district classifications, and 
because of this confusion we will not be held 
responsible for any oversight to release. unless 
instructed by our customers.

uineness shall in no case make us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue. 


ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause, will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days.
